A case of considerable public Interest 
was com 111 one od in the Supremo court 
yesterday, when the hearing of the ac- 
tion of the Centre Star Gold Mining 
Company, Limited, of Rossland, against 
the Rossland Miners' Union, No. 38, for 
damages for injury done the plaintiff's 
business through the defendants' acts 
in ordering and carrying on the strike 
of 1901, eaiuo up before Mr. Justice 
Duff and a special jury. 

Sir Hibbort Tuppor, K. C, with Mr. 
Gait, appeared for the plaintiff com- 
pany, and Mr. S. S. Taylor, K. C, for 
the defendants. 

At the outset Sir Hibbert Tupper 
applied for leave to ainond his plead- 
ings by mlding n clause stating that the 
Rossland Minors' Union, No. 38, ob- 
tained a charter some years ago under 
the provisions of the Benevolent So- 
cieties Act under the name of the West- 
ern Federation of Minors, Rossland 
branch, but continued to carry on their 
usual business under the old name, al- 
though the property of the body became 
vested in the. Western Federation of 
Miners, Rossland branch. Some argu- 
ment arose over the terms of this 
amendment, but it was allowed by the 
court after the addition of a few words 
stating that the two bodies wore prac- 
tically identical in regard to the' overt 
acts, or some of them, alleged to have 
been committed by the defendants. The 
plaintiff alleges, in effect, that any acts 
done in the name of the Rossland Min- 
ers' Union, No. 3S, wore the acts of 
the "Western Federation of Miners, 
Rossland branch, and that if the plain- 
tig, secures uny relief from the court, 
the property vested in the latter body 
will be liable to execution. This will be 
one of the questions for the jury. 

The statement of claim sots out that 
the action is brought against the union 
on the grounds that the officials— some 
of whom are mentioned by name — and 
the members of the union entered into 
a conspiracy, without lawful excuse, to 
prevent men from going to work on the 
plaintiff's and other mines at Rossland, 
with the result that the plaintiff's mine 
had to be closed down, causing the 
plaintiff serious loss. 

A point of law, which will be argued 
before Mr. Justice Duff in chambers 
rhis morning, arises from a plea of the 
plaintiff that in presenting evidence in 
regard to I no acts alleged to have been 
committed by the defendants, the oper- 
ations of the union ..tiring or just pre- 
ceding the strike may be considered .is 
a whole, and uot only those acts partic- 
ularly directed against the Centre Star 
Company, In support of this plea. Sir 
Hibbert Tapper lias several authori- 
ties, to the effect that in a ease such 
us itio present it is impossible to sepa- 
rate the acts directed specifically 
against the |>lnintiff and the nets di- 
rected against the Rossland mine own- 
ers in n whole.

;ird, the advance guard of the Russian 
force operating cast of Liaoyang occu- 
pied a position at Langlse pass. To- 
wards evening the same day our scouts 
ascertained that a detachment uf tic 
enemy's advance guard, 15,000 strung, 
had occupied the vioages uf Hk'havauan 
nil lit] Tohuhlinien mi our front, the main 
force having remained in Fenshun and 
Motion passes. At this moment we dis- 
covered the movement of a Japanese 
detachment consisting of a battalion ot 
the infantry to turn the left Hani; of 
the positions in the Langtso pass in the 
direction of Liaodiansian. in order to 
check this movement a force was- sent 
forward in the direction of threatened 
points. 

' "in order to learn the strength of 
the enemy's position In front of Liao- 
l tse pass, the commander of the detach- 
'moot ordered out was reinforced, aild 
!i reconnoitering party of ton compan- 
ies was sent in the direction of Ekha- 
Vuan, under the command of Colonel 
'Letschitsky. With the view of making 
'a demonstration insuring the return oi 
the Letsckitsky's detachment, three 
companies under Liout.-Colonol Garni- 
tsky marched to Mahoumizza, about a 
niile and a half south of Ekhavuan, to 
the crossing of the roads leading to 
Sinkhi and the Lok river passes. Fir- 
ing began at 2:30 p.m. July -1th. Gar- 
uitsky's column reached the cross roada 
'and dislodged a company of the* ene- 
my's advance guard, which was almost 
annihilated. 

' "Simultaneously Letchitsky's column 
dislodged the enemy's advance position 
'without firing a shot and approached 
the foot of the heights, surmounted bjj 
'a temple. The temple is less than .'j 
mile east of Ekhavuan, where, although 
'exposed to a heavy frontal and Hank 
lire, our troops dashed forward and dis- 
'lodged the Japanese from their en- 
trenchments and occupied the pass. As 
'the enemy was preparing to deliver a 
'frontal and flank atttack our column 
then retired, as previously instructed. 
Three companies of Garnitsky's forca 
'occupied the position which they had 
■been ordered to secure. 

"When Letschitsky's force began to 
"withdraw the enemy opened a heavy 
'tire from the heights, ha spite of this 
the column retired in perfect order. 
'Brave Letscshitsky remained continu- 
ously on the lighting line and directed 
the column with remarkable ability and 
'coolness. He was the last to retire with 
his chief of staff and adjutant. 

"Garnitsky's column behaved with 
equal bravery and coolness, carrying 
. 'out their task with no sign of agita- 
'tion. 

"Our casualties were: Letschitsky, 
bruised and wounded; Colonel Ponpe- 
low, Lieut. -Colonel Traksomovsky, Capt. 
'Soloief, Lieutenants MarkofE, Latkino, 
P.obros, Lavsky and Kozine, Second 
'Capt. Paly and several other officers 
'wounded and 1200 soldiers killed or 
Wounded. 

' "I observed the fighting with my 
'.stall' from the Ykhanow tower, and I 
can personally testify to the conduct o£ 
the troops. 

"I cannot pass in silence the remark- 
able devotion of the surgeons and of tho 
chapiain who attended the wounded 
under a heavy fire and even helped to 
carry them oil the field. All tho wound- 
ed were removed. 

"On the morning of July 3 our rein- 
forcements occupied Lialdiansian. One 
soldier was killed during the lighting. 
The same afternoon a detachment of 
the enemy, consisting of two battalions 
and six hundred with machine guns, 
advanced and attacked our outposts ly- 
ing south of the valley of the river, wlio 
retreated under tho lire of the enemy. 
Tho ollicer commanding our advance 
cavalry advanced at 2:o0 p.m. with a 
detachment, and at the same time tho 
enemy placed machine guns on tiro 
height northwest of Dounsehkhcdja and 
their infantry occupied tho outskirts of 
the forest near the village.

There hava 
been a number of minor thefts hero 
during the- past few months, all com- 
mitted by lads, many of whom wero 
not in tlieir teens, and as on the ona 
hand the jail is no place to send boya 
in, and on tin; other there is no re- 
formatory in existence at present 
worthy of th-- name, the subject of pen- 
alizing l hem is a very perplexing one. 
For a time releasing the buys on sus- 
pended sentence and making the parents 
sureties for them was tried, but the 
plan was not a success, and yesterday 
Mr. Yarwood flatly refused to take the 
responsibility for any more suspensions.

St. Louis, July 5.— Parker's strong po- 
sition for the Democratic nomination 
for President remains unshaken. The 
opposition has made many assaults dur- 
ing the day, but has apparently made 
no impression. The solid and substantial 
phalanx of the New York jurist has 
withstood all efforts of the friends of 
other candidates, and tonight is appar- 
ently stronger than ever. Assurances 
of accessions from instructed delega- 
tions after the first ballot have been 
received from men who are now tied 
to other candidates, which the Parker 
adherents say ensures a nomination on 
the second ballot. 

All day long the anti-Barker men 
have tried to offer a candidate who 
would unite a third of the delegates 
so as to have a rallying point when 
complimentary ballots have cast for 
'"favorite sons." The impossibility of 
uniting has been manifest and the most 
zealous opponents of Parker concede 
his probable nomination not later than 
the second ballot. 

So much attention has been given to 
the presidential nomination that no con- 
clusion has been reached regarding the 
vice-presidency. Several names have 
been mentioned and one or two active 
candidates are in the field. The friends 
of former Senator Tumor, of Washing- 
ton, believe that he may be nominated. 
Several North western delegations from 
the Rocky mountains country are to 
be thrown for Judge Parker in antici- 
pation of reciprocity from those most 
interested in Parker's nomination. Thus 
far no sign has been given by the lead- 
ers that a candidate will be sought on 
the Pacific coast. In fact, some man 
win, will add strength to the ticket in 
llinois and Indiana is wanted, and if a 
satisfactory man can be found in either 
of these states he will undoubtedly have 
good support. 

Benjamin F. Shively and John W. 
Kern, of Indiana, and David It. Fran- 
cis, of Missouri, have been mentioned 
in connection with the second place, but 
no effort has been made to secure con- 
sideration for tiny of them.

Gentleman of Enquiring Turn of 
ftflind Sends Letter From 
England. 



At a meeting or the executive of the 
Tourist Association hold yesterday aft- 
ernoon a considerable quantity of rou- 
tine business was transacted. Mr, Outli- 
bort reportfng progress in Ills travels 
in Washington in the following inter- 
esting letter: 

Uotol Wallace, Wallace, Idaho, .Tun; 
29, 1U01. 

Dear Mr. Henderson: I wonder today 
what the members of the executive 
would have said if, for a moment they 
'could hare seen their secretary as he 
trudged along the wngon road at the 
foot of one of those famous hills, in the 
glaring sun, the heat therefrom having 
already sent the thermometer over !K) 
in the shade — only there was no shade 
— with an armful of books and the per- 
spiration si roaming from every pore as 
lie wended his way to tell of the glo- 
ries of Victoria to a lone Canadian who 
is the manager of the iron works here. 
Uf course, to hear this kink of work is 
one thing, to see it is another. Well, 
this little description will illustrate the 
kind of weather I have experienced 
ever since leaving Seattle, except that 
at Ellensburg, whore 1 called first thorn 
was a good deal of wind. 

When 1 arrived at Ellensburg be- 
sides calling upon as ninny of the busi- 
ness people as possible, which is always 
understood, if not mentioned, w 1 called 
at the Normal School, where the Fed- 
eration of Women's clubs for ^tho 
State of Washington was meeting, and 
asked for the secretary to which 1 gave 
an invitation for the next convention 
to be held in Victoria. She asked me 
to remain until it was read to the 
meeting, and when it was— why, 1 had 
to address the whole hunch of them, 
about 100, from all over the state and 
got a groat reception. There was only 
one other man there and I cleared out 
as soon as they passed n vote of thanks 
to the citizens of Victoria for their in- 
vitation. 'Phis was a good advertise- 
ment, as I heard some ladies talking 
about it on my way to Walla Walla. 1 
was in my bunk in the sleeping car and 
they did not know I heard, 

1 also had a honk given to each lady 
intending and had GOO of our maga- 
zine advertisements delivered/ in> the 
daily paper to each of the best homes 
and stores in the place. The papers did 
not do much for me, as we. are not ad- 
vert isine with them this year. 
, At North Yakima, whlcn was the, 
next place visited, the usual methods 
pere adopted and 1,000 circulars deliv- 
ered to individual i.omos. etc. The peo- 
ple hero are all very well-to-do, and we 
are getting a good deal of business from 
here, but there is no doubt that the 
World's Fair is going to -affect us this 
year. From hero fifty and .from Ellens- 
burg thirty have gone already, but if 
it gets hot we shall yet have a good 
number. 

I thought it good policy to spend 
about $7 in locals for the first twenty 
days in July, and I think it will pay. 

I next went to Walla Walla where 
i.e newspaper boys treated mo very 
well and where I met a large number 
of business people, also the president 
and general manager of the railway 
and the passenger manager, They have 
promised to help me as much as they 
can and will look after distributing our 
literature. The newspapers will pub- 
lish another article after I leave, and 
I had nearly 1,000 leaflets distributed 
in addition to the number of books I 
gave away. I am endeavoring to se- 
cure a valuable mailing list of rich peo- 
ple in this section. It is one of the 
hottest places in the west," and till the 
people are well fixed. One newspaper 
man says that we shall get at least 
sixty people out of here this year. 

It was over 00 in me shade when T 
was there, and when you consider how 
you get bore, now you leave, and that 
it is too hot to oat. why one does not 
feel very well.

THE PORT ANGELES INCIDENT. 

The detention of the City or Nanaimo 
at Port Angeles on the Fourth of .luly 
is to be regretted for more reasons than 
the inconvenience to the passengers on 
board. It tends to destroy the amicable 
relations which should exist between 
border towns. There is no reason in 
the world why the most friendly feeling 
between the coast cities of British Co- 
lumbia and those on the Pacific side 
of the United States should not flourish. 
To some extent their interests are mu- 
tual, and they can benefit largely by 
intercourse with each other. Such an 
incident as we refer to helps to deepen 
prejudices arising out of the operation 
of coasting regulations and other irritat- 
ing phases of international relations. 

The general opinion is that the tying 
up of the City of Nanaimo, under the 
circumstances, was the exercise of un- 
necessary harshness in the interpreta- 
tion of the law. The steamer was in 
Port Auiieles with a load of friendly 
excursionists who went over to .assist 
the population there in celebrating the 
Fourth of July. The breach of the 
law was purely technical. "\Ve say, 
therefore, it was most unfortunate that 
the incident should have occurred. At 
the same time we do not believe that 
the United States custom officials at 
Port Angeles noted upon their own 
initiative. We believe that they were 
carrying out instructions .sent direct 
■from Washington. The reason is not 
'far to seek. Officialdom in the past has 
"been slack in respect to the proper in- 
spection of vessels, the terrible conse- 
quences of which have been brought 
'home to the authorities in the Clallam 
tond Sloeum disasters. It is an instance 
i>f locking the stable after the horse 
'has been stolen. The pendulum has 
Swung sharply to the other side, and 
now the officials are as strict as they 
'formerly were lax. Under the law the 
inspector should have been notified of 
the intention of the Nanaimo to run 
'an excursion, and that official would 
either have come to Victoria to inspect 
'Iter, or inspected her upon her arrival 
'at Port Angeles. We understand that 
\a the past, in the case of an excur- 
sion, the formality of inspection has 
"not, as a rule, been insisted upon. The 
Vjfficials knew perfectly well that the 
'Nanaimo was a properly qualified boat; 
'but until we have evidence to the con- 
trary, we will not believe that they 
'had any desire to interfere with her. 
They were no doubt compelled to per- 
'form an unpleasant duty. Under the 
'circumstances, therefore, we would ad- 
Vise— at least until more is known noout 
the real facts— that a reasonable degree 
of forbearance should be exercised. 



CIIILLIWACK DYKING SCHEME. 

We observe by the Chilli wack Pro- 
gress that a meeting of ratepayers has 
been held in i 'hilliwnek i" consider 
dyking mailers. Seine days ago we 
pointed out that the dyking schemes of 
the Eraser constituted a very difficult 
problem for the Government to deal 
with. In fact, the present administra- 
tion has inherited a number of politi- 
cal heirlooms, as a result of peculiar 
seis of conditions extending over a num- 
ber of years past. Dyking is one of 
them. The various enterprises in West- 
minster District were entered upon 
without due consideration on the part 
of either the Government or the rate- 
payers against whose lands the inter- 
est charges are accumulating, and now, 
when it is found thai the cosl has been 
much greater than was at first antici- 
pated, and the outcome is not up to 
original expectations, there is a dispo- 
sition to shift the burden to the should- 
ers of the Province as whole. At 
the meeting in question there was a 
number of speakers, some of whom 
were, if we remember rightly, among 
the promoters of the dyking scheme 
there. A few of them declared the 
Government should assume the whole 
of the cost, and others at least fifty 
per cent, of it. In the general view that 
the burden was too great for the land 
assessed to alone bear it there seem- 
ed to be perfect unanimity. X'lio posi- 
tion taken was thai the Whole matter 
of dyking in the Eraser Valley had been 
experimental, that it had cost, a good 
deal more than originally estimated, 
anil thai the ratepayers tliomselves 
whoso lands are affected, had nol been 
properly consulted, A committee was 
appointed tn ael with a view to making 
representations lo the Government. 

It is quite evident that the dyking 
question is becoming a live one through- 
out the Frascr Valley, and the mooting 
in Chilli wack may he regarded simply 
as the preliminary to joinl action 
among all the dyking districts. It will 
open up other issues as well. We simply 
refer lo the matter at the present time, 
but hope to deal fully with il in fu- 
ture. It is intimately bound up with 
the question of settlement of the lands 
in till! various local ilistricls, anil no 
compromise should be arrived at which 
does not thoroughly ensure Unit. We be- 
lieve the landholders affected by the 
dykes are entitled to serious considera- 
tion, but in our opinion they must he 



prepared to make some sacrifices in 
connection with their present interests 
in eonunou with the rest of the Prov- 
ince.

We understand that the Hon. Mr. 
Haultnin, Premier of the Northwest, 
has resistee". the temptation of a judge- 
ship, which was offered to him, without 
any doubt, for the purpose of retiring 
him from active politics. Financially 
he would possibly have been better off 
as a judge of the Supreme Court; but 
he is to be congratulated upon his de- 
cision to remain in his present position. 
Moro strictly speaking, we should say 
the Northwest is to be congratulated. 
Mr. Haultain, is one of the ablest pub- 
lic men in Canada and his services to 
the particular part of the Dominion 
winch he serves have been invaluable, 
Without him the government of thti 
Northwest would be weak indeed. The 
Territories have been seeking to have 
their rights to political autonomy recog- 
nized and their Premier lias been a 
very able oxpoueut of their cause. His 
retirement would be a decided loss to 
them. 

It would appear that the position of 
the Territories is somewhat akin to 
that of British Columbia, inasmuch as 
.they cannot get the Dominion govern- 
ment even to consider their representa- 
tions. In a letter written to Hon. Clif- 
ford Sifton in 1903, as shown by a re- 
turn to the House, Premier Haultain 
in discussing their claims stated: 

"I have admitted that their are di- 
vergencies of opinion upon details of 
the question, as there are upon all ques- 
tions in which any community is in- 
terested, but there is certainly no di- 
vergence of opinion upon the question 
of the establishment of provincial in- 
stitutions in the Territories upon fail-, 
just and equitable terms, analogous to 
those upon which the older provinces 
have been dealt with. We are seeking 
no favors — we but request that we be 
fairly dealt with. We have nothing new 
to lay before the government, nothing 
bill what has been already staled, 
save only that the conditions are grow- 
ing more intolerable, the financial 
stringency is more accentuated, aud our 
inability to do anything to help our- 
selves still more marked. We claim — 
as we have always claimed — that, our 
sparse population, as well as its rapid 
increase, are factors in our public life 
urgently calling for tne early atten- 
tion of parliament, with a view to deal- 
ing adequately with our disabilities, 
ami it has already been sufficiently 
demonstrated that there is no warrant 
for the belief that the people of the 
Territories are not sufficiently alivf to 
their own well-being as not to lie prac- 
tically a unit on tins question."

PUBLIC AFFAIRS, 11)03, by J. Cnstoll

The Cniiiidlan Annual Review alms to be, 
and is, n very complete and comprehen- 
sive review of the events of each year of 
Canada, something after the Annual Regis- 
ter. It deals with every phase of life, and 
is particularly ample In" respect to politi- 
cal affairs of the various provinces and of 
the Dominion as a whole, it is excellent- 
ly printed, Is profusely and well illustrat- 
ed, and altogether is u credit to Canadian 
enterprise, both in Its execution and as a 
record of development. Every Canadian 
public man should possess a copy ami 
study it, as It contains a compendium of 
nil lie should know of Canadian affairs of 
last year. It -should nlso be la every pub- 
lic library. Needless to say that a prov- 
ince which comes In for so much attention 
as British Columbia usually does Is given 
ample space. Special chapters are devoted 
to the political changes of the past two 
years, and the Alaska Boundary question, 
which Is treated very fully. Mr. Hopkins 
is to be congratulated on his work. 

A CONSUMMATE SCOUNDREL, by Guy

Like all Guy Uoothby's stories, his latest 
contribution to light literature Is made 
up of a profusion of exciting incident, 
which is designed to seize the reader's at- 
tention at the outset nnd lure him to fol- 
low the fortunes of the leading characters 
to tin.- dramatic finale. "A Consummate 
Scoundrel" possesses about as much plot, 
ns a modern farce-comedy, and there Is 
no motive ot- problem to give the reader 
pause, it is Just the kind of book to read 
In these sleepy summer days, when mental 
effort seems ns tiring .is physical exertion.

When some months ago i! was an- 
nounced that the Rev. Father Morlce, n 
well known literuteur of his adopted coun- 
try, was about to publish n history of 
thin portion of British Columbia known 
in the by-gone fur trading period as New 
( nledonln, the writer of lids brief review 
looked forward with ureal Interest to the 
appearance of the book, und anticipated 
mm h pleasure In the perusal of Its pages. 

The work has just I n Issued from the 

l.ress. and In appearance as well as In 
matter it is n most attractive volume. Ii 
often happens thai pleasurable anticipa- 
tions are nol realized, but In this case il 
need only be slated that Father Morlee's 
work is at once fascinating nod hlstnrlcalb 
valuable. We can congratulate tne rev 
crend author on the completion of a task 
which must have entailed an enormous 
uinouht of labor, and on the accomplish- 
ment of n work which will lout: stand as 
n mommieni to ids zeal ami learning, as 
well as to liis pat loin-,, and Industry In 
gathering from remote and Inaccessible 

sour - mnterlul which is indeed worthy 

of preservation among the annals of our 
province. 

Our author should certainly be we pre 
pared for his task, for n residence of some 
twenty yenrs In the hind of the Western 
Denes, the name given to the ethnic group 
of aborigines embracing the tribes popu- 
larly known as the Sekiinuls, Babbies, Car- 
riers and CllIleotltlK, has not only enabled 
him to become fiimillnr with their terri- 
tories and hunting grounds, but also to 
conduct ethnological und historical re- 
searches of Interest and value. The volume 
under review Is the culmination of a long 
period of literary activity In thai iiunr- 
ter. rather Morlce Is well known in eth- 
nological circles for his studies on the 
Dene tribes, which have appeared from 
time to inie in the proceedings of scientific 
societies and 111 book form, of the various 
works previously published by the learned 

missionary we can at. the i ncnt recall

Only recently there appeared fin French) 
nl Neuchntel, s pamphlet entitled "Du 

Lne Stunrl a L'O in I'liclflfpio, par R. 

P. A. O. Morlce, ( ). M. 1." (Bulletin de la 
Soclete Neueliatelolse de Geographic," 
Tome XV., 1904). This paper gives an In- 
teresting uccounl of the author's Journey 
from Luke Stuart, on the shores of which 
the Northwest Company established early 
in l he nineteenth century their first trad- 
ing post: west of the Rocky Mountains, lo 
the Pacific ocean, along the devious water- 
ways which Intersect thai region, A 
glance nl I In- map, sin. wing Father Morlee's 
route, whleli nccompanlcs the pamphlet, 
well Indicates what an arduous ami dif- 
ficult undertaking this must have been. 

It will be gathered then, that, the author 
of the latest serious contribution to our 
bibliography, has enjoyed exceptional fa- 
cilities In the preparation of Ills work, and, 
moreover. It Is easily seen that hi? has 
been n ill muted by that devotion to his 
subject which should always distinguish 
the historian. However, we all have our 
limitations, nnd the work of one so bold 
and determined In Ids opinions, as the 
learned author may perhaps be questioned 
in some particulars. In reading the boob 
we must not lose sight of the fact that 



the Indians of whom lie writes are his 
wards, and the companions of many years, 
and no doubt he has often listened to their 
accounts of the pioneer whltemen, whose 
actions were perhaps not always strictly la 
accord with the wishes of the aborigines, 
lie that ns It may, It can bo safely said 
that not for years has such an Important 
work relating to our province appeared, 
and we trust that the reading public will 
show their appreciation by extending cor- 
dial support to the author In his under- 
taking. Owing to the comparative sparse- 
ness of our population there is but a small 
demand Tor hooks of this nature, and In 
consequence an author of such a work as 
the one under discussion Is seldom ade- 
quately paid for his trouble. It Is to be 
hoped that in the present case the experi- 
ence of the historian of New Caledonia 
will not be such as to deter him from pub- 
lishing other hooks. 

It is a burring story that Father Morlce 
relates, nnd In his work we come face to 
face with many of those famous men who 
made ''history in that strange era. We 
meet Sir Alexander Mackenzie, that heroic 
explorer who, In the face of untold dlfli- 
culties, crossed the continent and reached 
the Pacific ocean; the suave and accom- 
plished Sir George Simpson, governor of 
the company of adventurers trading into 
Hudson's Hay, who from the historic Nor- 
way House ruled half a continent; the con- 
scientious and kindly D. W. Harmon, the 
narrator of a vastly Interesting story con- 
cerning the lite of tlie fur traders who 
tlrst entered Now Caledonia, and the hard- 
ships and privations which they suffered; 
Simon Eraser, belittled by the American 
historian Bancroft as an explorer of little 
account, who nevertheless discovered and 
descended as far as the present site uf 
New Westminster the great river which 
hears liis name; James Douglas, the shrewd 
and diplomatic representative of the Hud- 
son's liny Company, who In after years re- 
ceived Id I'll honors nnd became governor 
of the colonies of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia, and first established rep- 
resentative government on the shores of 
the Pneiilc. These and many others, whose 
names have become familiar In our local 
history, we see in every day life— trading 
with the Indians, exploring the country 
and establishing primitive forts In out-of- 
the-way places, settling disputes with 
hostile tribes, and administering justice 
according to the rude notions of the times. 

Fort St. James, of Stuart Lake, was 
the capital of New Caledonia, and we are 
given a striking picture of life at this 
pioneer settlement. We learn much about 
the Indians; of their intertribal wars; 
of their implacable hatred of those who 
did them wrong; ot their thirst for ven- 
geance, and of their Immemorial custom 
of demanding an eye for an eye, n tooth 
for u tooth. We learn also of Hie keen 
rivalries of the Hudson's liny Company, 
the Northwest Company nnd the X V 
Company. The last mentioned finally be- 
came merged into the Northwest Company, 
and ultimately the hatchet was burled be- 
tween the two remaining concerns, whose 
hitler enmity at last resulted In the affray 
at Seven Oaks', near the Red River Settle- 
ment, which resulted so disastrously. The 
direct outcome of this unfortunate affair 
was tlie intervention of the authorities 
with the result that tlie Hudson's Bay 
Company and tin.' Northwest Company 
came to uu amicable settlement of their 
differences. Few people, perhaps, fully un- 
derstand tlie relative positions of these 
great fur trading companies, whose forts 
and posts were dotted over the country 
from Hudson's bay to the Pacific. Many 
apparently consider Unit the Hudson's Bay 
Company established the tlrst posts la this 
Western land. Such Is not the case, how- 
ever. To tlie strenuous exertions of the 
Northwest Company we are indebted for 
tlie building of forts in New Caledonia. 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie had crossed over- 
land to the Pacific long before tlie explor- 
ers of the Hudson's Bay Company found 
their way thither. 

II Is Interesting to note that the views 
held hv Father Morlce regarding the ben- 
eficence of the sway of tin- far traders arc 
almost diametrically opposed to those held 
by Greeahow, author of the oft-quoted 
"History of Oregon," who remarks thai 
"tlie Hudson's Bay Company appears to 

have admirably combined and r lied 

policy wlib humanity." In fact. Green- 
how, an American, goes out of his way to 
compliment the company on their upright 
eondiiol with regard to the administration 
of justice within their domains, and on 
the liberal treatment accorded the nborig-

Concerning the Argonauts. 
To the Sporting Editor. 

Sir, — Allow me to correct au error 
in your write-up of the Argonaut-Cen- 
tral lacrosse match, played hero on 
July 1st, and which appeared in your 
columns yesterday. Your statement that 
Vancouver played ten intermediates on 
the Argonaut team is utterly untrue, 
and it would be as well in future to 
seek reliable information before such 
misleading articles are given broadcast 
to your readers. Every man who play- 
ed on the Argos team on the lirst is 
perfectly eligible to play junior against 
Victoria, and did 1 not know that your 
information could not have come from 
any member of the Centrals, I should 
call it a most unsportsmanlike act on 
their part to kick in this most childish 
■ manner. Out of the twelve who played 
against the Centrals there were nine of 
the regular team which plays in the 
junior league of the city, a league which 
is most exacting in its definition of the 
term "junior." The remaining three, 
as 1 said before, are perfectly entitled 
to play against Victoria, where every 
man who is not playing senior is eligible 
to play for the Centrals, and 1 might 
say in passing that one of the Centrals 
who did play afterwards on the seniors 
was, in the opinion of all those who 
saw the game, just about the best man 
on the senior's home section. The Van- 
couver team was composed o£ eleven 
bona fide Argonauts and the remaining 
one could have been made a member 
of their team in the same manner that 
Cullin and Hoskamp were made mem- 
bers of the Central team two days 
previous to the match in Victoria on the 
24th May. The Centrals were beaten 
on the 1st of July under their own 
referee, iu a fair, splendidly contested 
match by a better team, whose mem- 
bers, by common consent of those who 
saw the game, would average ten 
pounds per man lighter in weight than 
the Centrals.

PRESIDENT'S AuuittOsS. 

Ladles and Gentlemen-— The Woman's 
Auxiliary hns great pleasure la seeing so 
many Interested In Its endeavors here to- 
day, and It Is a greut Incentive to us to 
Had our sister women expressing by their 
presence such an appreciation of our work. 
We cannot report nay augmentation of our 
yearly Income, for two reasons — lirst, the 
fact of our having handed over the Chil- 
dren's Cinderella this year to our Junior 
mission society, the Daughters of Pity; 
and secondly, the dearth of canvassers for 
our subscribers and new members, has 
prevented oar realizing that sum which, 
we are convinced, only needs to be asked 
for to be most willingly given. Also our 
special activities have been directed to- 
wards a united effort to assist tin; direc- 
tors In furnishing the new Strathcona 
wing at the hospital, which contains 
twelve private rooms; of these seven have 
been already promised; and when the re- 
quirements of this ward nre quite under- 
stood, we feel sure that others, cither 
societies or individuals, will come forward 
and avail themselves of the opportunity, 
not only of helping the hospital, hut of per- 
petuating the memory of a dear nue by as- 
sociating the beloved name with one, or 
more, rooms In the ward. 

I nni glad to say that Hie drainage sys- 
tem, which has for so long needed a thor- 
ough renovation, and which had, on ac- 
count of lack of Hinds, to he delayed 
from year to year, been at last aceolll- | 
pllshed most satisfactorily, only needing 
new the contemplated septic tank to make 
the system complete. 

Tin' Children's ward, so dear to the 
hearts of the women of the auxiliary so- 
cieties, we may now hop nlidently to 

we built, the drainage system being in or- 
der nail the Strathcona ward, relieving the 
renins In the place to be absorbed by the 
Children's ward. Fat 11 now there have 
been only 13 pay rooms, as against 12 
Bflnl-prlvute beds, find 21 free beds la the 
hospital. It Is easily seen that the propor- 
tions mast be to some extent equalized be- 
fore fresh expenses are Incurred, and tin' 
new ward, and the Children's ward (when 
built) will largely augment the power of 
the hospital, both as to Its capacity and 
also Its Income. 

There remains yet much to be done, and 
I wdll venture to suggest some of the most 
urgent needs: First, there are yet live 
rooms In the new ward to be furnished, at 
a uniform expense of $150 each. I appeal 
to those In a position to do so to come 
forward and help the directors to furnish 
this ward, which It has drawn so heavily 
on their resources to build. Second, the 

Sim room, which Is such a tine feat 111 f 

the new ward, requires furnishing with 
lounges, easy chairs, small tables, etc., 
for the comfort of convalescing patients. 
Third, there Is a great need for another 
Indoor ambulance, a dressing wagon, a 
weighing chair, and some more ambulatory 
chairs, to enable patients, unable to H lt 
up, to be taken outside, anil given till op- 
portunity to receive nature's tonic of fresh 
air mid sunshine, together with a happy 
change from the four walls or ward, which 
necessarily becomes very monotonous. 

The membership Is still far from what 
It ought to he in 11 city as large as this, 
and I am sure thut there nre scores of 
women who only need to be asked to will- 
ingly become members, the fee being only 
?2 per annum, or who would make a regie 
lar, dependable annual donation; and It Is 
to these I now appeal. Do not wait to be 
asked, but Join' us, by sending your mem- 
bership fee of $2, or any lesser amount 
you feel able to contribute, either to the 
president, Mrs. Itockc Robertson, Broad 
and Government streets; to the secretary, 
Woman's Auxiliary, P. It. J. Hospital, or 
to Miss Stewart, care Messrs. Hibben, who 
has always so kindly received fees for us, 
find to whom we owe our best thanks. 

I feel sure that there Is no one here be- 
fore me today. — and I do not hesitate to 
say that no one who has any Just apprcclil 
lion or knowledge of the work donu by the 
auxiliary, but will lielp us In the future, 
as they have sustained us in the past— ami 
1 hat every member will loyally devote her

MAYOR EXPLAINS 

HOTEL BY-LAW 



Gives Reasons Why Measure 
Should Receive Hearty Sup- 
port of Citizens. 



Respecting tlie by-law which is In be 
ruled upon tomorrow His Worship 
Mayor Barnard says: 

'"i'he company upon the passage of 
the by-law will exercise the option al- 
ready obtained from Mr. L'endray, and 
will Contribute §20,000 towards the cost 
o.\ expropriation of the Seoley property, 
known as the corner lot, which will be 
taken by the city and used in counee- 
t ion with the lot on t lie corner of ( !ov- 
ernuient and Wharf streets, already ex- 
propriated, in making a handsome ap- 
proach to the causeway in the shape of 
a small public square. 

"The city in return are to convey to 
the company that strip of land lying 
between Douglas street and the cause- 
way, which was not deeded to them un- 
der the tirst arrangements, thus the 
whole of the property bounded by the 
causeway, Bellev.iie street, Douglas 
street and Elumboldt street will form 
the 'hotel site. 

"The laud purchased by the company 
will be exempted from taxation until 
they dispose^ of it or cense to use it for 
hotel purposes, not exceeding in any 
event the peri, id of 15 years. The land 
to be deeded to tnem Ip.v toe city is ex- 
empt for tin' full period of 15 years. 

" The advantages to the city of this 
arrangement arc many. 

"Firstly, the citizens will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the under- 
taking when completed could not in the 
matter of site have been improved upon. 

I am sure it would have I u a never 

ending source of regret if the hoU'l 
were erected on one side of the cause- 
way instead of in the centre of thfl 
property. Moreover, 1 am sure that 
once it was erected it would he only a 
matter of a year or so when the citi- 
zens would be so dissatisfied with tho 
surroundings that they would compel 

tin unci! to acquire the property on 

Humboldt street, now so unsightly; in 
which event the expense to the city 
would far exceed anything it is now sac- 
rificing to attain that end. 

"Secondly, all claims for damages so 
far as the property between Govern- 
ment and Douglas streets is concerned, 
by reason cither of filling, interruption 
of access to water or to the building! 
by the process of filling are set at rest. 
Air. l'endray placed these damages at 
not less than ,?JO,000, and without ad- 
mitting that he is entitled to damage;-" 
on these heads, yet a question that 
might assume serious proportions am) 
cause to all parties concerned, including 
the city, considerable expense has been 
disposed of. 

"Thirdly, the city is saved the ex- 
pense of making the road known as 
Hotel avenue, between Government and 
Douglas streets, to which it was bound 
uiiiler tin- original agreement to make. 
This road in a few months, in all prob- 
ability, would have to he block paved 
and provided with concrete sidewalks, 
so thai the amount saved to the city b.V 
our providing in the new agreement 
laal it shall not he constructed will run 
into several thousand dollars.

HAS FAITH IN 

THE LE R0\ MINE 



Prominent Mining. Engineer Fat- 
isfied That Rossland Pro- 
perty is AH Right. 



"The concentrator at the Velvet-Port- 
land mine, 'M miles southwest of Uoss- 
land, U.C., will start duly L5," said 
William Thompson, consulting engi- 
neer of the company, to a reporter of 
the Spokesman- lie view. 

"The plant will handle all tons of ore 
a day. The ore will lie concentrated 
and piled up to he smelted later on by 
a small smelter, which the company 
will put up, when tin: concentrator is 
seen 10 work satisfactorily. The smelt- 
ing plant will handle about 75 tons a 
day and will lie put in. probably, this 
fall. 'I'he company will receive no re- 
turns from l lie ore until the smelter is 
instill led. 

"The ore i> high grade copper and 
gold, and the company formerly ship- 
ped direct to a smelter, hut, on account 
of the 12 miles of wagon haul, this was 
found too expensive. After the flrst of 
duly the working force at the mine will 
he lid men. The mine already has 
enough ore on the .surface to keep the 
concentrator working IS months. 

"The Uossluud-ICooteuay mine at 
KossUind, of which 1 am maunger, is 
shipping 70 tons of ore a day to the 
smelter at N'orthport, Wash. It is used 
for mixing. We have made no arrange- 
ments for shipping alter the Northport 
smeller shuts down. The mine is WOTK- 
im.' 'M men. 

••There is not the least doubt I h.it the 
ores of tiic l.e Ltoi mine can he concen- 
trated. Its concentrating tests at the 
( ). K. mil! will commence July 1. 1 
think the l.c Roi company will come 
through the |>resenl difficulty, and that 
I he mine will lie put on a good paying 
basis. 

• j do not believe that the smelter at 
Sort upon will he shut down for any 
great length of time. .\s soou as the 
l.e Hoi company installs a concentrator 
1 think tin.' smeller will start up, and 
that the lii^'ii grade ores at the mine 
will he shipped direct to the .smeller, 
while the lower grade ores will he con- 
centrated a nd the concentrates used as 
a llux I ix wit h I he silieioiis ores. 

"I do not place much confidence in 
the reunited combination between the 
War Eagle, the Centre Star and the 
l.e Uoi, 'l do not believe the London 
stockholders will agree to such a propo- 
-it ion." 



,\t last work has been started on the 
•wreck of the Canadian Pacific steamer 
islander, which foundered near the 
southern end of Douglas island several 
years ago. The Neptune Salvage Co., 
of Tacoma, are undertaking the big 
task of raising the vessel from her 
rocky berth, eighty or ninety fathoms 
under the sea. 

The barge, with the pumping appar- 
atus and the diving bell, is moored 
over or near the spot where the Islander 
is said to have gone down, while the 
attendant steamer Finch stands by and 
dues the fetching and carrying for tho 
out lit. There is a considerable force 
of men at work and operations are 
going on steadily. Tho Neptune com- 
pany thoroughly tested their apparatus 
ia Tacoma harbor before venturing to 
tackle such an undertaking as the wreck 
of the Islander, and the results then 
obtained they considered quite justified 
them in going to large outlay in per- 
fecting the apparatus. 

One of the mysterious things about 
the wreck of the Islander is that no- 
body seems to know exactly where the 
wreck lies at the bottom of Douglas 
island channel. Some" even go so tai- 
ns to say that she did not strike flout- 
ing ice at all. hut a reef of rocks, 
which she ran against glancingly and 
sheered oil' some distance from it before 
going down. 

The Neptune Salvage Company, who 
have obtained permission to attempt the 
raising of the wreck, have with them 
one or two of the most skilful divers 
on the Pacific coast. The only draw- 
back to working nt that point is the 
intense cold of the water: It is prac- 
tically melted ice, and it has a had 
effect upon the men who have to ex- 
plore the depths. The newly-invented 
diving bell is a wonderful nrangetnent, 
and at one hundred fathoms depth in 
Tacoma harbor easily withstood the 
fearful pressure. A special pressure 
guage in the boll indicates just bow 
much strain is being imposed upon the 
cone which is the form of the hell. The 
inventor and his partners are absolutely 
confident of their ability to recover the 
wreck and its treasure. 

An excursion is to he run from Tu- 
neau to the scene of operations this 
week to allow the people to see the 
work being carried on. The distance 
from Juneau is only twenty-live miles. 
Juneau has a particular and melan- 
choly interest in the wreck of the 
Islander, as it was from Juneau and 
Trcadwell that the first aid was sent 
to the unfortunate people left strug- 
gling in the water lor their lives, or 
wandering along the inhospitable shores 
of that deserted portion of the island. 
Arrivals from that neighborhood say the 

Nepti people believe they have the 

wreck correctly located at last, and 
that they are working without any 
guesswork, 

AORANGJ IS LOADED. 

Advices received in the city indicate 
that the Canadian-. Australian liner 
Aorangi, which is due here today from 
Australia and Polynesia, has upwards 
of 305 passengers for Victoria. Those 
passengers will spend their time here 
seeing tho sights of. the city and neigh- 
borhood before passing on t i the United 
States and Eastern Canada. The 
Aorangi is also bringing a heavy gen- 
eral cargo. It is whispered that this 
may he the last run of the Aorangi on 
the Canada-Australia route, and that 
she may go home to England to enter 
another service under the Huddart man- 
agement. Should this prove to be the 
case, it is probable that the splendid 
.steamships Moana and Manuka would 
remain permanently on the Victoria 
and Sidney route, which would be em- 
inently satisfactory to the traveling 
public, for those vessels are amongst 
the finest plying anywhere on the Pa- 
cific today. The Aorangi's home port 
is Liverpool, Lancashire.

STEAMER'S GREAT WORK. 

British Vessel Carries Ten Million Feet 
of I. umber iu a Year. 

The British steamship Tottenham, 
now discharging a cargo of dapan coal 
at Port Los Angeles, has been char- 
tered by the Pacific Export Lumber 
Company to load lumber at. tiiis port 
for Shanghai, says the Oregonlan of 
l'ort la nd. The steamer is duo hero in 
about ten days and enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the only vessel that ever 
carried more than 10,(11)0,0110 feet of 
lumber across the Pacific in less than 
a year. The Tottenham arrived ti't 
I orthuid on her maiden trip July IS, 
1803, and since that date has not, onlv 
carried more lumber across the Pacific 
than has ever been carried by any other 
steamer in a single year, but she has 
also during the same period carried 
more coal across the Pacific than Has 
ever been carried in 12 months by any 
other vessel. 

The record of this mammoth freighter 
for the past year has been a remarkable 
one and serves to illustrate what can 
be done with an economically operated 
steamer even during a period of low 
freights. She Steamed out of Portland 
early in August last year with a cargo 
of 8,031,015 feet of lumber for Dalny. 
On discharging this cargo across the 
Pacific, she went to Muroran and loaded 
coal for Sun Francisco. She brought 
<,0()0 tons, and on discharging in No- 
vember, sailed for Port Gamble, wdtcre 
she loaded 3,505,800 feel of lumber for
